CORIJ-BORER  OFFICIALS  CONFER  AT  TOLEDO 

ARH/jIICtS.EM'S  for  the  paying  off  of  the  farmers  and  the  finish- 
■^Ky^l  °^  "^'^^  clean-up  campaign  were  discussed  hy  representatives  of 

^<^%thQ  State  Departiuents  of  Agriculture  and  the  edacational,  inforrna- 


tlonal,  and  regulatory  ccm-'borer  control  wor^.cers,  in  Toledo,  ''attir- 
.^C^^day,  June  4,    Speeding  up  the  farmers'  compensation  and  giving  _eyery 
6^ v-'u/iy^  farmer  coopera-'"or  a  fair  deal  v/ere  the  sxitijec  ts  of  discussion. 

Farmers  v/ill  do  paid  by  chock  from  Washington  in  the  order  in  which 
the  vouchors  are  received  anO-  payment  will  begin  as  soon  as  they  are  received. 
Within  the  week,  some  of  the  farraers  in  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Ohio,  Ivlich- 
igan,  and  Indiana  v/ho  have  fully  cooperated  in  cleaning  up  their  cornfields 
v/ill  receive  a  Government  check  covering  their  ahare  in  bhe  $5,000,000  laid 
aside  to  pay  the  expense  of  the  extra  lahor  }-i,ecessary.    Th.is  sun  is  one  half 
of  the  money  appropriated  133/  Congress  and  has  "been  reserved  for  the  farmer 
cooTJcrators  in  the  clean-up  campaign  to  oheck  the  costly  advance  of  the  corn 
borer. 

The  payment  is  made  on  the  basis  of  the  1936  corn  acreage  for  extra 
lahor  up  to  a  maximuir.  of  if2  per  acre.  This  will  not  cover  all  the  cost  on 
many  farms,  'bwt  v/ill  oe  of  some  help  to  tlie  fariuer  in  ]\is  serious  fight  a- 
gainst  the  borer. 

Vouchers  liave  already  heen  distributed  to  county  supervisors  and  in- 
spectors, v/ho  are  making  their  final  rounds.  The  voucher  is  a  simple  affair 
calling  for  tVie  corn  acreage  and  cost  per  acre  v/Mch  can  easily  be  filled  in 
and  signed  by  the  farmer  in  the  presence  of  the  inspector.  If  the  fields  are 
found  to  be  in  satisfactory  condition  for  borer  control,  the  voucher  is  cer- 
tified and  speeded  on  its  way  tov/ard  V;ashington.  All  the  red  xape  possible 
has  been  eliminated,  that  the  farmer  mr^y  get  his  pay  qvlckiy  and\7ith  little 
fuss.

Tl.e  judge  of  circuit  court,  Allen  Coutity ,  Ind. ,  up- 
held the  corn-borer  lav/  and  dissolved  the  temporary 
injionction  restri:.ining  Prank  K.  Wallace,  State  en- 
tomologist, aiid  his  assistant,  Paul  T.  Ulman,  from 
cleaning  iip  a  stubble  field  in  the  campaign  area  in- 
_  fested  with  corn  borers.    The  Judge  held  that  the 

State  law,  which  had  been  attacked,  is  constitutional.    He  said  there  would 
be  no  excuse  for  any  enforcement  of  the  law  in  a  manner  thc?,t  v/ould  destroy 
other  crops,  if  this  could  be  avoided,  but  that  the  menace  of  the  corn  bor- 
er has  been  so  destructive  in  otlier  States  that  every  farmer  in  Indiana 
should  be  prepared  to  do  everything  possible  to  assist  in  the  eradication 
and  control  of  the  borer. 


LA'w  UTHELD  5UT  IKJUliCTIOI'I  SUSTAINED 


LUCAS  COLWTY,    'The  temporary  injunction  restraining  L.  E.  V/orthley  and  his 
O-^I'^  assistants  from  entering  the  farm  of  John  C.  Van  Gunten,  and 

plowing  \inder  15  acres  of  wheat,  was  made  permcjiont  at  a  hear- 
ing in  Toledo  before  five  judges.    TTie  majority  of  the  court,  three  members, 
hold  that  the  statute  was  constitutional,  but  hold  that,  on  the  facts,  the 
plowing  under  or  destruction  of  the  man*  s  crops  was  unwarrrjited  and  unrea- 
sonable, and  accordingly  made  the  injunction  permanent.     Tlie  minority  of 
the  court,  two  members,  declared  the  statute  to  be  unconstitutional.  The 
case  is  being  appealed  immediately  to  the  State  supreme  court,  where  an  early 
hearing  is  expected.

The  clcan-up  is  still  on  in  full  force.    The  caropaign  days 
are  numbered  in  single  figures  now,  and  every  corn-torer  work- 
er  is  making  everj'-  day  count  in  getting  the  "borer  "before  he  e- 
nierges  as  a  moth  and  flys  off.    Sixteen  "burning  machines  have 
"been  itjoved  into  eastern  I'lichigan  to  finish  cleaning  up  the  bad- 

;  ly  infested  fields  in  that  section.    Clean-up  crev/s  with  plcv/s, 

tractors,  stubble  beaters,  and  trucks  are  taking  full  advantage  of  the  good 
weather. 


Notices  have  been  served  on  farmers  vho  have  re- 
f\ised  or  "been  unable  to  clean  up,  and  work  is  "being  completed 
on  their  farms.     In  Ohio,  "betv/een  Ifey  13  and  ]l5ay  51,  2,262  , 
farmers  received  these  notices  in  40  counties,  312  being  served  \./^.''^ 
in  one  county,    Llichigan  notified  787  farmers  in  21  counties 
that  their  clean-up  was  unsatisfactory,  and  is  finishing  up  the  work. 


A  FE\7  DAYS     Cold,  rainy  weather,  which  has  delayed  the  clean-up,  has  also 
GRA.CE  dela^^'cd  the  emergence  of  the  moth.    Pupation,  v/hich  began  ear- 

lier than  usual,  was  stopped  in  the  beginning  and,  though  it 
v/ill  go  ahead  now  that  warm  weather  is  here,  the  delay  will  give  the  busy 
clean-up  crews  a  few  extra  days, 

DR.  WOODS  LOOKS  OUT     l"hilo  attending  the  conference  in  Toledo  last  v/eok, 
THE  CAR  V/Il\rDOV/  A.  F.  V/oods  made  the  following  o"b servaticns  in  the 

clcan-up  area: 

"On  Jtme  4  I  made  a  trip  of  24  miles  through  the  most  heavily  infested  area 
in  Ohio  and  sav;  only  three  fields  in  which  ajiy  cornstalks  wore  observable. 
In  general  the  work  appears  to  have  been  very  satisfactorily  done.    A  month 
ago  when  I  went  through  the  same  area  standing  stalks  v/ore  evident  on  every 
hand.    If  the  more  lightly  infested  portions  of  Ohio  arc  cleaned  up  as  ef- 
fectively as  this  portion  I  shall  feel  that  the  work  accomplished  has  been 
most  satisfactory.    I  was  pleased  v/ith  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  evi- 
dent on  av'>ry  hand.    Only  a  few  individuals  appear  to  have  undertaJcen  to 
stop  the  work  through  court  action,  and  it  is  dou"btful  if  any  of  those  at- 
tempts will  be  successful,"
